Rev. Dr. Max Jordan Opens 
Evidence Series Next Sunday 


Fort Wayne—The Rey. Dr. Max 
Jordan, world-famous journalist 
and broadcaster, will open the 
seventeenth annual Catholic Evi- 
dence Series lecture next Sunday, 
November 23, at Central Catholic 
high school auditorium. 


Dr. Max Jordan, for nearly 
thirty years one of the best-known 
American journalists, with innu- 
merable “firsts” distinguishing his 
record as newspaperman, radio 
broadcaster, foreign correspon- 
dent, and author, was ordained to 
the priesthood last December by 
Archbishop Aloisius J. Muench, 
Apostolic Nuncio, in the Benedic- 
tine Abbey Church of Beuron, 
Germany. 


Father Jordan is a distinguish- 
ed convert to the Catholic faith.

N.D. University Theatre 
To Do ‘Cocktail Party 


Notre Dame—A Christmas dinner with T. S. Eliot in London fast year 
has provided the inspiration for a Thanksgiving Day production of his widely 
acclaimed play, ‘“The Cocktail Party,’ on the Notre Dame campus this month, 

The renowned British poet and playwright shared the holiday feast with 
several friends including Michael Casey, assistant director of Notre Dame's 
University Theater. With Eliot's personal encouragement, Casey. will direct 
the Notre Dame presentation which is believed fo be the first completely non- 
professional production of ‘’The Cocktail Party’ in America. 

Casey, who was associated with London’s Old Vic Theatre before joining 
the Notre Dame faculty this Fall, has discussed the characterization of the 
play with several of his friends who were in the original cast when “The 
Cocktail Party’ had its premiere at the Edinburgh Festival in 1949. 

Casting for the campus production was recently completed with Charles 
Doherty, a senior from Worchester, Mass., selected for the role of Sir Henry 
Haorcourt-Reilly, the psychiotrist, ond Eleanor Kaskey, of South Bend, named 
to play Celia Coplestone. 

“Eliot chose o cocktail party as the opening and closing setting of his 
play,’ Casey says, “because he regarded it os a symbol of the spiritual empti- 
ness of modern life. The theme of Eliot’s play,” according to Casey, is “Know 
yourself and proceed to guide your life accordingly. Don’t be hoodwinked into 
thinking you're something which you are not.” 

Two special reasons were advanced by John D. Tumpane, director of the 
University Theater, for presenting “The Cocktail Party’ on the campus. 

“First of all, we feel strongly that it’s the kind of play which ought to 
be produced at a university because of the seriousness of the philosophical 
values which it dramatizes,” Tumpone said. 

“Secondly, in our opinion it is important for Notre Dame students to 
have the opportunity to see this great play which comes from the pen of one 
of our greatest modern thinkers and writers,’’ he added. 

Five perférmances will be given on the Notre Dame campus beginning 
Thanksgiving evening, November 27, and continuing through Sunday eve- 
ning, November 30, with a Sunday matinee.

Now, in its second century of 
operation, the Notre Dame post 
office handles 10,000 pieces of 
first class mail and 600 parcel post 
packages each day for Notre 
Dame's 5,100: students. It employs 
a full-time staff of eight persons 
and more than thirty student as- 
sistants. | 

Increasingly heavy mail is al-| 
ready crowding the present cam-| 
pus post office which was bulit in| 
1934. At the dedication of the at- 
tractive building, Frank C. Walker, | 
a Notre Dame alumnus who was| 
later to become Postmaster Gen- | 
eral of the United States, pur- 
chased the first stamp and affixed 
it to a letter mailed to President 
Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

The Notre Dame post office is 
staffed almost entirely by the Bro- | 
thers of Holy Cross who qualify) 
for their postal duties through 
reguiar Civil Service examinations 
According to Brother Marcelinus, | 
C.S.C., postmaster at the Univers!- 
ty since 1945, the greatest influx 
of mail comes with the opening of | 
the school year when the number.

The offering of a Mass. provides 
the cecasion for contributing to the 
support of a priest. Ordinarily he 
offers the Holy Sacrifice only once 
a day. In olden times, the priest 
would offer the Mass for the inten- 
tion of those who actually kept 
him—that is, of those who gave 
him his three meals for the day. 
This was simplified and standard- 
ized by the adoption of a system of 
stipends. The offering became the 
equivalent of a day’s keep. 

Every Catholic knows that the 
usual stipend nowadays Is away 
out of line with the cost of living.

The Bible says that even the 
just man falls often (Proverbs 
54:16). In other words, even the 
holy man commits small sins. St. 
James wrote that, “In many things 
we all offend”—note the first per- 
son plural: the great saint includes 
himself, St. John writes the same 
way: “If we say we have no sin, 
we deceive ourselves” (I John 
1:8)—again, first person plural. 
To cite another instance: Christ 
told Pilate, “He that hath deliver- 
ed me to you hath the greater sin” 
(John 19:11), 

So evidently sin can range from 
the microscopic to the colossal. 


REV. RICHARD GINDER 


says, “Whoever keeps the whole 
law, but offends in one point, has 
been guilty in all” (2:10); and St. 
Paul says, “Cursed is everyone who 
does not hold to all things that are 
written in the books of the Law, 
to perform them” (Galatians 3:10). 


First, those texts: You have 
abused the quotation. from. St, 
James. His very next statement 
shows what he means: “For ‘he 
who said, ‘Thou shalt not commit 
adultery,’ said: also, ‘Thou shalt 
not kill.’ Now if thou wilt not com- 
mit adultery, yet wilt commit mur- 
der, thou hast become a transgres- 
sor of the law” (2:11).

27:26). It does not apply as you 
think. St. Paul is pointing out that 
the ritualistic excesses of the Old

Father John Moffatt is one of a 
family of five, all dedicated to the 
religious life, who has been en- 
gaged in giving retrats to the laity 
and to communities of Sisters since 
1943. This book, the thirtieth of 
his published works, contains 50 
pointed talks to Sisters on subject 
pertinent to almost every phase of 
religious life. 

The sometimes nettling problems 
of daily living in community are 
considered, along with advice to 
the Sister. who says she _ can’t 
meditate, on mediocrity in the 
spiritual life, on absorption in 
trifles and on the proper attitude 
to leadership, on rights § and 
grievances, on recruiting and the 
necessity of being attractive spir- 
itually.

Astonished, They Said 


Dozens of radio and newspaper 
commentators were astonished to 
learn that more than 10,500 read- 
ers would go to the trouble to clip 
a coupon from our paper, indicate 
their preference between the presi- 
dential candidates, place the cou- 
pon in an envelope and mail it to 
us. Such a response is, they said, 
unheard of in the publishing field 
today. But to us it was just another 
expression of the reader interest 
in our paper and the loyalty of 
our readers. We have had many 
such gratifying experiences. 


In all 12.606 readers sent their 
ballots to us before election day. 
Of that number 7,723 cast their 
ballots for General Eisenhower; 
4.883 were for Governor Steven- 
son. The percentage remained 
constant from the time we pre- 
pared our first report for publica- 
tion on November 2. It was .6126 
for Eisenhower and .3874 for Ste- 
venson. That percentage is some- 
what higher than that of the ac- 
tual voting — .5543% for Eisen- 
hower and .4457% for Stevenson. 
It is explained by the fact that 
Catholics were more alert to the 
advances and dangers of Commun- 
ism—made a primary issue in the

as their Savior have remarried af- 
ter a divorce, which Christ called 
“adultery”; and St. Paul tells us 
very distinctly that adulterers can- 
not enter into the Kingdom of 
Heaven—no matter how strongly 
they believe in Christ. 


Those who find nothing import- 
ant in the Bible except two texts 
of St. Paul, which separated from 
their context have an entirely dif- 
ferent meaning; those who base 
their religion only on one text, 
such as the Seventh Day Adven- 
tists, had better examine the nu- 
merous clear texts, frequently re- 


iterated, which they reject only be- 
cause, having been separated from 
their parent body, the things taught 
could not have realizatién in their 
respective denominations. 


Take the matter of the Holy Eu- 
charist. St. John devotes the major 
part of a long chapter (Chapter 6) 
to the prediction of the Holy Eu- 
charist by Christ as Catholics un- 
derstand it today. Matthew, Mark 
and Luke all quote Christ’s words 
at the Last Supper in which He 
fulfilled that prediction. St. Paul 
tells us that he had a special revela- 
tion concerning it from Christ. It 
was the Eucharist as a Sacrifice 
(the Mass) and the Eucharist as a 
Sacrament which enticed the Chris- 
tians of the first century to build 
the catacombs under the city of 
Rome. It was these two things 
which led these Christians to 
crave martyrdom in order to re- 
ciprocate their love for Christ, and 
not merely their faith in Him 
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which, of course, was very strong.

Man's Quest 


Séoee heart and mind and soul 
in creation desires fundamen- 
tally three realities and only three 
realities—Life, Truth, and Love. 

The first deep-seated yearning in 
the human heart is the yearning 
for life. Of all our treasures it is 
that which we surrender last, and 
with the greatest reluctance. Titles, 
joys, and wealth, power, ambition, 
honor—all of these we will let go 
provided we can hold on to that 
precious palpitating, vibrating 
thing called life. 

The second most fundamental 
craving is the desire for truth. The 
very first question we asked was 
the question “Why?” We are in- 
curably bent on knowing and dis- 
covering the truth of things—that 
is why we hate to have secrets kept 
from us. 


The third fundamental inclina- 
tion of human nature is the desire 
to love and be loved. From the first 
day in the Garden of Eden, when 
God said, “It is not good for man 
to be alone,” on even to the crack 
of doom, man has thirsted and will 
thirst for love. And so the quest 
goes on from the cradle to the 
grave. 

We desire life and truth and 

love, but do we find them in their 
plenitude on this earth? We pos- 
sess a fraction of life, a fraction 
of truth, and a fraction of love, but 
do we possess them in their full- 
ness? Life is mingled with death: 
truth is mingled with error; and 
love is mingled with hate. Where 
find the source of these three 
realities? 
_If I am to find the source of the 
life and the truth and the love that 
is in this world, I must go out to 
someone who is Pure Life, Pure 
Truth, and Pure Love.
